Jamea W. Bhannonjiraa born, in Taz- 
ewell county, 'Virginia, 71 . years ago.

his life. He was a veteran of the Civil 
War, having been a Lieutenant uf the 
Mth Kentucky Volunteer Infantry.

Mr, Shannon belonged to a high or- 
der of American dtlienahip.

ANTI-HOG CHOLERA SERUM, 



Hopklnsvllle, Ky., July 30. — At the 
convention here ot the Ohio Valley 
Veterinary Medical Aasoclatioi^ a let- 
ter wag addressed to 'John W. Newman, 
(.\>mniiBsioner of Agriculture of Ken- 
tucky, askiiiK him to take action to- 
ward rcKulatliiK the distribution of 
antl-hog cholera serum. The letter 
follows: 

"Hopkln*viUe, Ky„ July 2».— Hon. J. 
W. Newman, Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture, Frankfort, Ky. — Dear Sir: We, 
members of the Ohio Valley Veterinary 
Medical Association, in convention as- 
sembled, desire to offer a protest 
against your present method of dletrl- 
bution of antl-hog cholera serum man- 
ufactured by the State of Kentucky. 
Believing that this matter is of suf- 
ficient miimpnl to the farniprs of the 
State of Kpiiiiipky, for who.'^p benefit 
this serum is manufactured, we desire 
to suggest that the legitimate Method 
of digtrlbution would be, and should be, 
through the recognized veterinarian* of 
the State of Kentucky 

"We further desire from you an 
expression as to whether or not you 
win consider the distribution of the 
serum in the future through these 
channels; |f not we. In self-defense, 
shall consider it our duty to use a aer- 
um which we know to be manufactured 
under Government supervision, and 
which we have proven by experience 
nut only to be potent, but also to l>e so 
manufactured and so dliftiibuted as 
not to pause a spread of the disease, 
which we are trying to eradicate 

"We are further convlaced that the 
present outbreak of hot? cholera in 
Heiidprsoii county Is due, to a consid- 
erable extent, to the injudiciuus use of 
the serum of nongraduates and incom- 
petent laymen. 

"Trusting to hear from you In re- 
gard to this matter at your earliest

Steam pressure burst an overflow 
tank in the comer ot the State Cap- 
itol on the fourth floor over the Lieu- 
tenant Governor's private offlcy Satur- 
day and flooded the Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor's room, the corridor adjoining 
the Semit^ chamber and the Secrptary 
of State's ofllce on the second floor.

DEFINES POWERS 

OF COUNTY JUDGE. 



Frankfort, Ky., July 28.— The act of 
1914, giving County Judges Jufi^Ue- 
tlon to try all misdem4anor eaaea I* 

causing the County 'Cburt* grtMit con- 
cern over technicalities Involved, and 
writs of habeas corpus are being aakad 
for in numerous instances. 

A**lstant Attorney General M. M. 
Logan, replying to the inquiry of H*n< 
ry Jackaon, of Danville, gave It as his 
opinion that County Judges have Jur- 
isdiction over misdemeanors commit- 
ted before the act went into effect; 
that in common law offenses the Coun- 
ty Judge has Jurisdiction when the of- 
fender has been indicted and Is In |M) 
In default of ball, and in such cases 
his Jurisdiction is unlimited. In statu- 
tory misdemeanors the offender may be 
prosecuted by warrant and the extent 
of the punishment that he may inflict 
is limited onlJF by statute 

Mr. Logan ealla'attentlun to the pos- 
sible unoonstitutlonallty of the act, 
which excepts counties having Circuit 
Courts of continuous jurisdiction, 
while the Constitution provides that 
the jurisdiction of County Courts shall 
be uniform throughout the State. He 
declines, however, to eokpress an opin- 
ion, as It la a matter tor the courts to 
determine, •

The 
solution of the fly queetioB lies in the 
destruction of their breeding places, 
of whkah «be manure pile can be taken 
as a good esample. ,Thls would seem 
to suggest Just (me more good reason 
for the proper dlHixpHMl of m:iiuire, 
which may be a breeding place not 
only for flies, but for other InsecU 
and different forms of bacteria, as the 
Mrms of certain diseases Isars the 
bodies of the iltsotsd animal with the 
bowel discharges. 

Don't allow the flies any spot in 
which to make a home. Clean up 
every partirle of the manure sbou 
the premises and kssp It clsanid tip, 
by remo^ng U every dsy to the UMds, 



RURAL SCHOOL ATTENDANCE 
A Sanitary survey of the rural 
schools In Orange county, Vlrglnla,waa 
made and the results have been sum 
marlzed in a bulletin issued by the 
I'liltfd States Bureau of education. A 
paragraph relating to school attend 
ance reads as follows: 

"Tlie school population of Orange 
county is recorded as 4,0M, and upon 
this basis State school funds are ap-^|,c(T 
i)ortioned to it; but the Inspectors were 
unable to find from the records of the 
schools more than 2,60* enrolled. From 
the face of the returns, therefore It 
would seem that I,M* children were 
absolutely avoiding the public schools 
of this county: biit worse than this, the 
Inspectors found only 1,798 present In 
the forty-nine schools visited. If edu- 
cation in rural Virginia is taken with 
so little seriousness by parents and 
children as this state of things seems 
to Jndlcate, something very radical 
must be done to meet the situation. If 
SO per cent, of the whites and 40 per 
cent of the colored enrollment are ab- 
sent habitually from schools tiaving 
only a six months' session, the future 
of such communities must be socially 
very dubious, for the percentage of ig- 
norance which a continuance of these 
conditions must bring forth will act as 
a clog to all progress;. Perhaps the h>-^ 
cation of so many of these school build- 
ings in uninviting places and the ab- 
sence of anything attractive either out- 
side or Inside of their wifUa may fur- 
nish the clew to much of the' Indlffer- 
eqce." . . 

Commenting on the foregoing state- 
ment the rourler-.Journar says: 

So many of the rural schoolhouses 
n Kentucky are utterly without at- 
traction that It la not to be wondered 
at that attendance la poor. Like the 
buildings described In the foregoing 
extract many of the Kentucky schools 
re located in uninviting or out-of- 
the-wuy luces. In some cases the 
roads are bad; In others there are no 
roads at all- 

The forlorn little "deestrlct" school 
houses, Iflth their lack of equipment 
and their unattractive surroundings 
are places to be avoided rather than 
SOUKht. They are ao numerous and 
so utterly Inadequate to the needs of 
their communities that they should be 
abolished by consolidation wherever 
such a movement is practlcal>le. 
Where consolidation for any reason Is 
not deemed advisable they should be 
supplanted \>\ better buildings, better 
located and equipped. Consolidation 
nvariably increase.s rural school at- 
tendance. There is no Incentive to 
large attendance In a school building 
which does not properly accommodate 
the district school population.

1 have 
always t)een a bit partial to dried fruit, 
not that I do not favor the canned arti- 
cle also, but there are some virtues In 
the dried peach or apple that we do not 
find in the ones Ui the can.

(lavor of the died fruits Is nlmosl m-yer 
the same as that of the fresh article for 
cooking and keeping, together wirh the 
shipping qualities, the dried arth^le Is 
a wirmer. The main change which 
takes place during drying Is th.. loss of 
water, and the food value of o ixiiitid 
of dried fruit Is therefore inio li Kreat.-r 
than a pound of frcMh or caniieU fruit 
In drying fruit, one of the main es- 
sentiitls Is to have It dried in such a 
way that It shall retain as much of the 
natural flavor and food lngre<tlenls as 
passible, together with soft texture, 
attractive nppeursnce, good kwping 
qualitlH anil freedom from iiisectH or 
dirt or liarmfol Hiilmiances of any kind. 
For some kind of fruit, especially for 
raisins and iikh, ariiflclal drying does 
not work as well as sun dr>-lng. The 
great difficulty with natural drying Is 
the open Nir, aside from the uncer- 
iHinty of till' weather, is the exposure 
to the dust and Inseots, Bveryone 
knows that duat may be the bearer of 
all sorts of germs, causing disease as 
well as the decay of the fruit. But It 
la possible to guard against these dan- 
gers by choosing cli«n and protected 
dryiiin iil.iri'.H, hy preventing carelest* 
and unnecessary xposure, by steriliz- 
ing, and by careful packing and mark- 
eting. 

The Right Trays. 

The uncertainties of the weather 
may be to an extent ovimc hiiic liy hav- 
ing a shed and a system of trays. 
These trays I have., described befqre, 
but for the bensflt of 'many new read- 
ers I will deecrlbe them briefly again.

gineer, who shall be either a reputable 
civil engineer or a man who has Md 
practical experience as a road super- 
visor or builder fur two years and who 
ahall have puHaed n creditable exami- 
nation liy the State ConiinlHaloner of 
Public Roads or one of hia representa- 
tives."

The applicants for the poaltion of 
County Ruad Engineer will be exam- 
ined nil the folluwlng aubjecta: Theory 
and Practice o( Road Building: Drain- 
age: Grades; Earth Computations;

Roada; and upon auch otiier nubjecta 
rulatinK to roail problems aa the Com- 
mlHHliiniT iif i'liliilr lloada may deem 
to he of vital, Impurtance.

The people regis 
tered no objection to What the min 
iBtry regarded as an unsuitable match 
and the populace lustily cheered the 
bridal party. 

Hut three years after the marriage 
whiih \vas icli briited In 1900. a band 
of coimplrator«, or their hirelings, en- 
tered the palace and murdered the 
KinK and Queen and several other 
members of the royal household. The 
Servian statesmen who hatched the 
plot had previoiiMlv made an arrange- 
ment \villi llie i.rcli iMl-r I.. Ih. ihroiie, 
i'rince I'ctcr Karageorgevltch, who 
was residing at Qaneva.

It la, of course, denied that he sane 
tloned ' the means proposed, and his 

adherents hold that he did not know 
of any specific plot to clear the throne 
for his coming, but was willing to 
harken to the call of his country 
should a vacancy oocur. 

At any rata tl>* present King uf 
Servia owea his elevation to one of the 
most savage crimes of modern history 
which eouUl have been arranged as it 
was arranged only |n a country whose 
leading men have tto ethica of the 
statesmen of ancient Penila. King 
I'eter was an old man when be secured 
the throne. 

Ili.i tlr.<<t Hon'K •lisslpatinn and dls- 
aKrt't'iilli' |i>'r.-<i 'Mul i|ualities made 
him an impossible heir apparent, and 
he stepped aside In favor of his 
younger brother, who haa recently 
been occupying the throne In the ab- 
sence of his father who had been popu- 
larly believed to have abdicated under 
consideration because of a wiph to 
spend his declining years In care-frre 
private lUa.

Bosnia and Hersegovina, the annex- 
ation of whieh has been a thorn in the 
side of Servia stnoe It wag acoompliah- 
ed a few yeara ago, were not parts of 

Servia. 

Llosiiia waM the iMn ine iiortliwe«t 
em province of Turkey- in -Kurope, 
comprlaing both Boania proper and 
Hersetovina as well as pads of Turk- 
ish Croatia and Dalmatia. It was 
bounded on the north by the Kiver 
Save, which, with the I»aniibe, sepa- 
rates .Servia from lliiiiK.ir> Tin- 
eartern boundary of iiuHiiia was 
Servia, and the southern boundary 
Albania and Montenegro. It was occu- 
pied by Austrian troops under the. 
terms of the Treaty of Berlin, drafted 
In 1878, to be administered by the 
Austrian Qovemment for an Indefinite 
time. 

Bosnia proper is nearly aa large as 
Servia. It is inhabited chiefly by 
Bosnlaks who are Mohammedans, and 
partly by Servians and Croats. Her 
zegovina Is a mountainous section 
coveriiiK aliout 700 square miles, 
conuilns only about 260,000 souls 
Bosnia as taken tiy King Stephen of 
Servia In the Fourteenth century, but 
it had experienced both independence 
and Turldsh dominance when an Aus 
trian military -governor was placed 
in (-harge of it. 

The annexation of the two Turkish 
vilayets" in which Servia had an in 
teresl followed the common course of 
events In world history after the Treaty 
uf Berlin placed Austria In undisputed 
possession of the teltitory's affairs, 
esse. 

The lapltal of Bosnia is ttoHnlu- 
Serai, otherwise known Mis .'~*er;ijev 
where tirand i->uk^ Ferdinand and the 
Grand Duchess were assassinated by 
Servian of anti-annexation sympa- 
thies. ' Arms are to a limited extent 
made in Serujevo. and there are Iron 
mines near by, hut the equipment for 
maiiufni tine m probably too small to 
be uf consequence in modern warfare. 

The total area of Austria-Hungary 
is 240,000 square miles aa against leas 
than 20,000 square miles Ithin i^ervla'a 
boundaries. Kven in proportion to 
area .\uHtrla-HunKary Is much richer 
than Herviii. Its manufactures alone 
run to 3600,uuo,uuo u year as against 
almost nothing in Servia, , TSYA Vmt^ 
has' more than 20,000 milM of riilway. 
There are less than 400 miles .In Ser- 
via. The revenue of Austria- Hungary 
is nearly 3,000,000.000 crowns. The ex 
pendltures are iess than llo- iiii'<iiiit 
In Uie unequal contest with .Servlu, if 
the contest should remain coullned to 
the two countries now involved, the 
coat uf war would be a pittance to 
Austria where It would be ruinous to 
Servia.

They refuse to adopt the Oor- 
tnan language and sedulously cultivate 
Maff.var civilisation, customs and nn- 
tlonal spirit The MoKyais are re- 
garded as the backbone of the empire 
and MS ilie immovable frontier ob- 
stacle to Slav aggression In lOurope, 
behind which stand* the German Em-i 
pire. 

The .\iifltro- Hungarian combination 
is es.seniially a military empire. Mili- 
tary service Is obligatory upon all olll- 
icns between 'It and 4- who are ca|«i- 
ble uf beilrlng arms, and the period of 
IndtvlduHl service Is twelve years.

Thus there would be of the sll great 
powers of Kurope. (iermany, Austria- 
Hungary and Italy on one side and 
Russia, England and lYanoe on the 
other. 

FYance, nt least its army, la apiutr- 
ently eager for the contest. s.i kliiK to 
regain lost Als4ice and I.<irralne and to 
avenge the wsr of 1S7I. 

Bngiand, which has much to lose and 
Utile to gain. Is banding every energy 
to prevent a genonri ShntoiMMi war. 

Bulgaria may be expMtad to aid the 
dual monarchy to ave w S H ^tho ■ wrongs 
whirb she believed she suffered Just 
iiftir till' war with Turkey, when .Ser- 
vlu attacked her and forced her to 
surrender moat of what her army bad 
won.
